Carries Five Optional 
Plans For Payment 
and Is Urged By Sen­ 
ate Leaders.

States, was predicted today by Sen­ 
ator Penrose, chairman of the

Committee. 


Since the first cash payment under 
the proposed bill does not begin un­ 
til July 1, 1922, 
Senator 
Penrose 
said there was no necessity of wait­ 
ing on the enactment of tariff 
and 
tax revision amendments and meas­ 
ures. The Senate will soon have the 
bill and 
prompt 
ratification 
of 
the 
work of Senator McCumber'c 
com­ 
mittee, which 
prepared 
the 
bill, 
is 
expected by next week. 
No Definite Piano to Raise Revenue. 


No definite plans to raise revenue 
to meet the requirements of the bill 
have been decided on, according 
to

Penrose. The plans in

First: "Adjusted Service Pay," $1 
a day for each day's service in the
